SHOT WIFE AND HIMSELF 


Three-Year-Old Child Only W itness to 
Double Tragedy. 
Philadelphia, Oct. 21. — The police 
battered in the front door of the hum 
hie little dwelling at 2621 Titan street 
and found the lifeless bodies of John 
Bothwell and his wife, the victims of 
a dentin* tragedy inspired by jealousy 
and, silently contemplating them, their 
th re-e-year-old son. 
Gripped in the man's stiffened fin­ 
gers was a revolver, three of its five 
chambers empty. Bothwell, who was a 
carpenter, had shot hiB wife to death, 
the police declare, and then, leaving 
her in her bedroom, had gono to the 
kitchen and ended his own life. 
The 
child, a witness of the crime, Is able 
to give a lisping description of it. He 
guarded the bodies for twenty-four 
hours. 
On the table near Bothwell’s body 
was a note, written in pencil and ad­ 
dressed to the carpenter's elder son, 
who is employed in a hotel. In this 
note Bothwoll says, in part: 
“That 
dirty crowd across the street was re­ 
sponsible for this. This is tho only 
way out.” He declares that the per­ 
sons he referred to induced his w'ife 
and little boy to drink. 
Bothwell was fifty-three years old, 
twenty-five years older than his wife. 
It is believed that he fancied 
men 
were paying attention to Mrs. Both­ 
well, who was an attractive woman, 
and that his suspicions were fanned 
into a jealous rage he was unable to 
control. His asserted belief that his 
wile- was indulging in liquor, It Is 
thought, stimulated his anger.

Reed was then out in the 
yard. 
As tile trainer got within reaching 
distance the elephant swe pt her trunk 
around his waist with a mighty grip 
aud swung him several feet with ter 
rifle force against the side of the build­ 
ing. Then she set up a trumpeting and 
started to tear around the shed.

colored man heard the commotion and 
rain in He- saw Queen standing with 
he r right forefoot on Shields’ head as 
the trainer lay in the corner. 
She 
waved lier m ink viciously. She stamp­ 
ed on the unconscious man aa Reed 
appeared in the doorway and

r* ated the- entire weight of her big 
hulk on her victim as lf determined to 
crush out ail life. Reed called for help 
and together the employes managed to 
make the elephant*fast.

committee with Samuel J. Tilden they 
lw*ing the only Democrats on th'* com 
mittei, which had th** task ut Investi­ 
gating the alleged scandalous and cor­ 
rupt conduct of certain New York city 
Judges.

man) years Mr. 11 ll I was a 
member ot the Democratic state com­ 
mittee, and In D*7»‘. and in ISM he was 
a delegate to th* national eon vent ions 
with Ii nominated Tilden and Cleveland 
icNpwtlvtly. 
In I HHS he wa selected lieutenant 
governor on the sa rut 
ticker 
with 
Grover Cleveland, and following Cleve­ 
land’s election to the presidency of 
th** I lilted Stall s Mr. Hill he* ante gov­ 
ernor, subsequently tieing elected for 
two terms. He was governor for seven 
years. 
In 1S91 Mr. Hill was elected United 
States senator; in IMH he was once 
more th** candidate of the Democratic 
party for governor, but was defeated 
bv Levi I’ Morton, his Republican op­ 
ponent, by th** biggest majority known 
in t Ii*- state up t v that time 
Mr. Hill was the candidate of the 
New York Ie mo* rats for the nomina­ 
ls »n tor pre-idiot in 1*92. but Grover 
Cleveland was nominated for that of­ 
fice.
